hour. That thare was nothing of acci- 
dent in the whole event--— but that (he 
chefnuc's. tdctng chat particular courTe, 
and in a manner of its accord — and then. 
. falling with all its heat dire&ly into that 
ope partioilar place, and no otbei^ - — 
was a real judgment upon Pbut^erittS^ 
for that fi^hy and {^fcene treadfe de 
Concubinis retinemiis, which Pbutatorsas 
had pubiifhed abmtt twenty yean ago — 
and was that identical we^k going to give 
the world a lecond edition of. 

It is not my bufinefs to dip my pen in 

tbii controverfy^— much undoubtedly 

may 
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tfnajr be wrote on both iidei c£ the 
-qucfticki — all thatccHicerns me as- an hi- 
ftorian, is to rcprefimt the miner of 
"jaft, and render it credible to the reader, 
fhat the hiatus in I^utatorius's breeches

But the heat gradually increaling, and 
in a fi:w fcconds more getting beyond

nor could he make any'kind of conjefhircy 
what the devil was the matter with it .• 
However, as he knew nra what Ac true 
caufe might turn out, he deemed itqioft - 
prudent, in the fituation he was in « : 
prelent, ' to bear it, if polTibte, like « 
ftoick i. which, with ths help of. foma 
wry 
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■ .wry feces and compurliom of the rrioutlv 
%t had certunly accomplilhed, had hU 
imagination cootinucd neutef — but the 
Allies <^ the imagination are ungovern- 
able in things c^ this kind — a thought 
istftantly darted into his mind,, that tha* 
1^ anguifh had the fenfation of glowing 
beat — it might, notwithftanding thaCi 
be a bite as well as a burn ; and if fo,. 
that polTibly a iS^/ or an jf^er, or Ibme- 
iiich detefted reptile, had crept up, and 
was feftening his teeth — the horrid idea 
<^ which, with a frelh glow of pain 
ariiing that inftant from the cheTnut, 
feizcd Pbutaterius with a fudden panick, 
and in the 6rfi: tecriiying diforder of the 
paQion it threw him, as it has done tiie 
beH: generals upon earth, quite off his 
guard i — the cffed of which was this, 
that he leapt incontinently up, uttering, 
as he cofe that interjeftion of furprife fo: 
much 
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itttucli di(c»ited upoot with the apofic^- 
.peftick- break after it, marked thus, 

■Z ds — which, though not ftriffly 

canonical, was (Hll as little as -any man 
•could hare faid upon the occalion ;- - ■*-» 
and whfch, by the bye, whether cano- 
■nical or not, Pinfaiorhis could no more 
help than he-eould the caufe af it. 

Though this has taken up fomc time 
In the narrative, it took up little more 
I time in the tranfaftion, than jufl: to al- 
low time for Phutaioriur to draw fbrtfe 
the chcfnut, and throw it down with 
violence upon the floor— and for Teriek, 
to rile from his chair, and pick the 
■chefnut up. 

It is curious to obferve the triumph • 

of flight incidents over the mind : — What 

incredible weight they have in forming 

1 and 
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vid govsming our opinions, bodiof tnen 
-and ttiiDgB^r*f- that triiles light as ak^ 
fliBll waft a belief into the foul, and 
plant ic fo immoveablf within it,— t^at

Toricky I faid, picked up the chefnue 
■which Pkliateriks's wrath had flung 
■down — the ■a<5tion was trifling— I am 
afljamfd to account for it — he did it, 
f<x no region, but that he thovgbc the 
chefnut not a jot v/ot& for the adven- 
ture — and that he held a ^ood chefbut 
north ftooping for.— But this incident, 
trifling as it was, wrought diflerently in 
Pbutaieriu/s head: He confidered this 
-aft of Xorick*&t in getting off bis chair, 
and picking up the cbcfnut, as a plain 
-ackmjwJedgmwt in h(En, that the chcf- 
nirt 
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■Ht was originally his,-"and in courfe*. 
that it muft have b«en the owner of Ae 
chefnut, and no one die, who cotrid 
have plaid him fuch a prank with, in: 
What greatly EOnBrmed him in. this opt- 
Bion, was riiiS) thac the- table being p»- 
rallclogramical and very narrow, it af- 
forded a iair opportunity for Tmeit 
who fat dircAly over-agatnft Pbutaierias,. 
of flipping the chefnut in — and confe* 
quencly that he did it. The look of 
fomething more thai fufplcion, wbkh 
Pbutatorins call ftdl upon Torick as thdc 
Oughts arofe, too - evidently fpc^e hb 
opinion^-and as Phutatmus was naturdly 
fiippofed to know more of the- matter 
than any perfon befide^, his opinion at 
once became the general one -,—^ind for - 
a- reafon very different from ■ unj whiA 
have been yet pven — in a little time^it- 
was put out of all manner of ^fputc.. • 
Wheo. 
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'When gi«at or unexpected events Jill 
fout upon the Ilage of this fubluiuty - 
ifrorld--the 'mind c^ man, which is an 
;tnqiufitiTe kind o£a lubftuice, natutall^ 
-^kes a flight, behind the fccnes, to f^ 
whffi is the caule aad StU fpringcf 
them — The fearch was not long in this 
inftance. 

■ ■ ?t was wdl TtnOwn that yoritic haA 
ncycT a- good opinion of the treatife which 
■Pimtatoritts had wrote /ie CenctthinU retn 
xendis, as a thmg which he feared had 
donehurt in the worJd — and 'twas eafily 
found out, that there was a royftical 
meaning in Teric^t prank — and that his 
(i>ucking the chefnut hot into Pbutato- 
ritts's ••* — ••••♦^ ^2j 2 farcaftical fling 
at his beok — the doftrines of which, 
they faid, had inflamed many an hooeA 
man ia the fame place. i 

This 
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This cohcik awaken'd SomMientti — 
. -made ^elafiis finite— - and if you cml 
<t«colle& the piecife look and:ai< of & 
Htan's faceintentin finding out a riddle^ 
•it tinew Gafiripbetet*s into rhlt form— 
tod in fbort Vas tbeu^t by maajr to be 
■ mafter-ftroke of anrh-vit. 

This» as the reader has fecn from one 
ta<^ Co th£ other, was as gsoundlcls ai 
tlie dreams of philofophy : Terick, n» 
doubt, as Sbakefpear laid of his anceftoE 
— " %oai a man efjeft" but it was tem-t 
|>er*dwith fomcthing which withheld faink 
from thatj and ■ many other ungracious- 
pranks, of which he as undefervedly 
bore the blame j— but it was his misfop- 
tune all his life long to bear the impu* 
tation of faying and doing a thouland 
things of which (unlefs my efteem blinds 
me) his nature was incapable. All E 
blame 
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hhitM him for— or rather* dl I bkm*- 
and ajternatdf like him for, was chat 
TiDgulaiity of his temper^ which would, 
^lever (uFer him to take pains to tet a- 
ftory right with the world, however in. 
his power. In every ill ufage of that 
fort, he aded precifely as in the affitir of 
- hts lean horfe — he could have CKplained 
it to his honour, but his fpirit was- 
above it} and bcTides he ever looked 
upon the inventor, the propagator and. 
believer of an illiberal report alike fo in- 
jurious to him, — he could not ftoop to 
tell his ftory to them— and fo trufted to- 
time and truth to do it for him.

that the oil and lamp-btack with which 
the paper is fo ftrongly impregnated, 
docs the buiinets— Right, faid EugemiUt 
and is of any outward application I would 
Tcnture to recommend the moil anodyne 
and fafe.
